The average golfer is so muscle- 
bound In his game th a t he is abso­ 
lutely harnessed in every shot. 
This is caused, in the fii*st place, by 
his mental attitude. 
He has no con­ 
fidence. He will not allow himself to 
loosen up to where he can play a 
smooth stroke. 
He Jumps and Jerks 
from start to finish. 
The first lesson in golf is to hold a 
loose grip. 
T o grip the club hard 
tightens all the muscles in the arms. 
Golf is not a strong m an’s game. 
It 
is a game of snap, of meeting the ball 
with crispness. 
The average player will not relax 
until he has played the game for 
nearly five years. 
Note in the illustration of Chick 
Evans what is meant by looiening up 
and putting the body action into the 
tee .shot. 
The picture denote.s the 
smoothness with which the tee shot i.s 
executed. 
When you can look like 
Evans—you are hitting them. 
Chick’s hip.s come around with his 
shoulders and they both come around 
with the clubhead. He does not Jump 
at the ball. 
Learn to swing the body around 
with the arms. Do not push the hips 
out, like the player who stretches out 
after the shot. 
Remember the feet. 
Your stance 
on the solid ground is the base of the 
pivot. 
The shoulders and the work­ 
ing parts of the body put the force 
behind the drive. 
You will be surprised to learn that 
the ball will go further with a light 
tap and a smooth bcxiy action. As you 
grow more sure of yourself you can 
lake goixl wallops at tiie inll.
